The military mental health sys- 
tem failed Sgt. John M. Russell, 
and it failed the five men he alleg- 
edly killed, according to mental 
health expert Robert Goodale. 

It’s too early to know exactly 
who is to blame for the killings, but 
mental health resources for troops 
are “not adequate,” said Goodale, 
director of behavioral mental 
health with the University of North 
Carolina at Chapel Hill’s Citizen- 
Soldier Support Program. 

Goodale said he doesn’t know if 
the Army “broke” Russell, as the 
soldier’s father contended in a tele- 
vision interview on Tuesday. The 
facts are still being determined. 

“Certainly the stresses must 
have contributed greatly to his 
mental state,” he said. “What it 
might be is the straw that broke the 
camel’s back.” 

Goodale said military mental 
health services are a lot better 
than they have been in the past 
and cited the effort the military is 
making to improve those services. 
However, he said military culture 
still sees getting help as a sign of 
weakness. 

“They don’t want to be seen as 
weak, so they stuff it and stuff it

and it pops out,” said Goodale, who 
had worked previously with Navy 
Cmdr. Charles Springle, a fellow 
mental health professional and one 
of the victims. 

Russell, based in Bamberg, Ger- 
many, has 
been charged 
in the Monday 
deaths of five

vicemembers 
after he alleg- 
edly wrested 
a gun from 
an armed 
escort as he 
was being re- 
moved from 
the mental 
health clinic 
and then re- 
turned to the clinic and opened 
fire, according to The Associated 
Press. 

Russell’s father, Wilburn Rus- 
sell, said Tuesday that his son was 
undergoing stressful mental tests 
that he didn’t understand were 
merely tests, “so they broke him.” 

The mental health clinic in 
Baghdad did more harm than good 
for Russell, his dad told Texas TV 
station K XII.

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Victims of fatal shootings at Camp Liberty stress center mourned

The MySpace note written by a comrade 
in arms of Pfc. Michael Yates said it all. 

“In this life we live we expect to lose 
brothers, but not at the hands of our 
siblings.” 

Yates and four others were killed Mon- 
day at Camp Liberty in Iraq when Army 
Sgt. John M. Russell allegedly opened fire 


at a combat stress control center. 

While the military scrambles to find out 
what might have set Russell off, five fami- 
lies are left to mourn those killed. Yates, 
who was with the 3rd Battalion, 66th 
Armor Regiment, 172nd Infantry Brigade 
out of Grafenwohr, Germany, was seeking 
help at the center. 

Navy Cmdr. Charles Springle, 52, and 
Army reservist Maj. Matthew Houseal, 
54, two of the other shooting victims, were 


there to help. 

The two other victims, named late 
Wednesday, are Sgt. Christian E. Bueno- 
Galdos, 25, of Paterson, N.J., and Spc. 
Jacob D. Barton, 20, of Lenox, Mo. 

Bueno-Galdos, like Yates, was assigned 
to 3rd Battalion, 66th Armor Regiment, 
but little biographical information about 
him was available Wednesday. Barton was 
with the 277th Engineer Company, 420th 
Engineer Brigade, out of Waco, Texas. 


“The name is mike and i am in the US 
army,” reads the “About Me” blurb on 
Michael Yates’ MySpace page. “I am sta- 
tioned in Germany!! I am currently doing 
a tour in a Screwed up country they call 
Iraq. My job title is a scout. There are two 
jobs in the military Killers (Combat arms) 
or the ones that wish they were.” 

The 19-year-old private first class had a 
baby son named Kamren.

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GOP takes swing at defense budget

WASHINGTON — House Re- 
publicans launched their first 
formal attacks on the fiscal 2010 
defense budget Wednesday, as De- 
fense Secretary Robert Gates and 
his staff defended their “reform 
budget” proposal at the Capitol. 

Last week Pentagon officials 
unveiled details of the $663-bil- 
lion-plus plan, including more 
specifics on cuts to major weap- 
ons systems announced in Febru- 
ary. The proposal starts to move 
some costs connected to overseas 
operations into the annual base 
budget, and puts more emphasis 
on counterinsurgency operations 
than past plans. 

But Republicans on the House 
Armed Services Committee ar- 
gued Gates has provided few 
specific justifications for his 
sweeping changes and imposed 


what lawmakers called “gag or- 
ders” on budget planners to pre- 
vent them from discussing details 
of the process before this week. 

“While it’s undeniable that 
you're taking the department in a 
different direction, the problem is 
that the Congress has not had the 
benefit of reviewing the analysis 
and data to determine how your 
decisions will take the department 
in the best direction possible,” 
committee ranking member Rep. 
John McHugh, R-N.Y., told Gates. 

The Defense Secretary was un- 
apologetic. Upcoming hearings 
will provide time to explain and 
justify the moves, he said, and 
Congress’ role in the budgeting 
process doesn’t begin until after 
the White House and Pentagon 
set their priorities. 

“The only reason [lawmak- 
ers] have been included earlier in 
the past is because that building 
leaks like a sieve,” Gates said. “It 


seemed to me to have a coherent 
approach we needed to be able to 
do that without any leaks.” 

The House and Senate usu- 
ally begin their budget review 
in February, but the inaugura- 
tion and the changes proposed 
by Gates delayed the process by 
three months. Hearings with the 
service chiefs and key Pentagon 
personnel on the budget usually 
start in March, but now will be on 
a compressed schedule. 

Gates reiterated Wednesday 
that the budget was constructed 
to meet future strategic needs, not 
to meet fiscal targets or savings. 

But GOP lawmakers ques- 
tioned that, saying that defense 
officials still haven’t provided 
them with the future years’ pro- 
jections and unfunded mandates 
lists that typically accompany the 
budget. McHugh called it “a se- 
ries of decisions whose only uni- 
fying theme is that the aggregate 


fits within the top line.” 

Rep. Frank LoBiondo, R-N.J., 
said plans to stop building F-22 
Raptors and cut back the planned 
F-35 Joint Strike Fighter fleet 
could jeopardize Air Force and 
Air Guard readiness. Rep. Mi- 
chael Turner, R-Ohio, argued 
that “by cutting future programs, 
we’re cutting our ingenuity.” 

Democrats on the committee 
were more accommodating, but 
hinted that they expected more 
information and cooperation from 
the Pentagon in coming weeks. 

Gates promised that his staff 
has been told to work with Con- 
gress and “speak with candor” 
now that the budget documents 
are public. Lawmakers said 
they’re optimistic that the budget 
can be approved by the start of 
fiscal 2010, Oct. 1.

Russell: Soldier had many stresses at home

“The purpose of the stress clin- 
ic is to find out what will break 
your spirit, what will break your 
will and one way to do it is to tell 
them, ‘That’s it. You don’t be- 
long in the military. Get out of 
here, ” Wilburn Russell told the 
TV station. 

The military, however, refused 
to discuss Wilburn Russell’s com- 
ments because the incident is 
under investigation. 

“Until those facts are brought 
out, I would not be able to address 
that type of question,” Lt. Col. 
David Patterson, a spokesman 
with Multi-National Corps-Iraq, 
said Wednesday. 

Patterson refrained from dis- 
cussing specifics on why Russell 
— with just weeks left on his de- 
ployment — was not medically 
evacuated from Iraq when his 
chain of command became con- 
cerned with his behavior. 

For a common mental health 
issue in a noncrisis situation, indi- 
viduals would only be medically 
evacuated from a deployed en- 
vironment after they underwent 
treatment downrange and it was 


determined that they needed to be 
transferred to the next level of care 
for continued treatment, said Dr. 
Daphne Brown, chief of the behav- 
ioral health division at Landstuhl 
Regional Medical Center in Ger- 
many. Brown did not want to spe- 
cifically address the Russell case. 

The Landstuhl hospital is a 
stopover for troubled troops from 
downrange being treated for men- 
tal health issues. 

Russell, 44, was on his third tour 
in Iraq and had been deployed 
twice before to other locations. 

Four soldiers, including two 
from the Grafenwohr, Germany- 
based 172nd Infantry Brigade, 
and one sailor died after the inci- 
dent at Camp Liberty. Russell was 
taken into custody. 

Russell, assigned to the 54th En- 
gineer Battalion, has been charged 
with five counts of murder and one 
count of aggravated assault in the 
shootings, the AP reported. 

As a result of the shootings, the 
Army has launched an investiga- 
tion to determine if it needs more 
people and facilities downrange 
to deal with combat stress. 

Russell had several stresses, 
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his father told the news station. 
Russell had a house built last 
summer in Sherman, Texas; is 
paying a $1,500-a-month mort- 
gage, has a father-in-law sick with 
cancer; has a son with cysts on his 
liver; and his own father recently 
underwent surgery to receive an 
artificial stomach. 

According to The Associated 
Press, when Russell’s ex-wife sued 
for divorce in 1991 she obtained 
a temporary restraining order 
against him and an order withhold- 
ing earnings for child support. 

In an affidavit attached to the di- 
vorce petition, Denise Russell said 
her husband had committed “acts 
of family violence” and should be 
barred from coming within 200 
yards of her or their son, then 2 
years old. The document specifi- 
cally cited an incident in which 
John Russell allegedly took the 
child after a confrontation with 
Denise Russell’s mother, the AP 
reported. 

“During this time, respondent 
physically attacked my mother, 
age 58, hitting her on the shoul- 
ders and about the head,” the af- 
fidavit stated. 


According to the AP, a month 
after the divorce decree was is- 
sued in 1993, Russell was charged 
with misdemeanor assault by 
threats, Grayson County online 
records show. The matter is listed 
in the records as being “quashed” 
later that year. 

Jack McGowen, listed as Rus- 
sell’s attorney for the divorce as 
well as the threat case, told the 
AP on Tuesday he couldn’t recall 
either matter. 

At least since 2003, soldiers have 
been given health screenings both 
before and after deployments. In 
2005, the Army began using post- 
deployment health reassessments 
to screen soldiers about three to 
four months after they return from 
war zones. The process for the fol- 
low-up reassessments has soldiers 
undergoing stress resiliency train- 
ing, filling out forms asking about 
physical and behavioral health 
concerns and speaking one-on- 
one with health care providers, ac- 
cording to an Army news release.

Yates’ stepfather, Richard Van Blargan 
Jr., told The Washington Post that his son 
was being counseled at the center after 
a “couple of altercations” and recently 
returned to Iraq from home leave last 
month. 

Yates told his family of someone in his 
eight-member counseling group — whom 
Van Blargan took to be Russell — who “re- 
ally seemed like he was out in left field,” 
“a fairly decent guy” but who “had some 
major issues.” 

Yates called Federalsburg, Md., home 
and was one of the nine children brought 
together when Van Blargan and Yates’ 
mother, Shawna Machlinski, got married. 
He was one of four siblings to join the mili- 
tary, and did so at 17. 

The grief is apparent on Yates’ MySpace 
page. 

“As you know tim carried you to the 
plane today...he said that he was so sadend 
...he said that he couldnt be strong enough 
and not cry...he says as he was carring 
(sic) you he cried so hard tears was rolling 
down his face hitting the flag...your going 
to be missed by all ...,’ reads one comment 
by a woman named Angie. 

“Mikey please answer this,” a 17-year- 
old named Dara writes. “We need you 
Mikey.” 


A shock to the unit 


Lt. Col. Eric Stetson, the 172nd Rear 
Detachment commander, said Wednesday 
that the news of the deaths of Yates and 
Bueno-Galdos came as a shock to the unit’s 
soldiers. 

“We normally don’t have a lot of soldiers 
at all in Baghdad. We only had these two 
soldiers at the combat stress center and it 
is just tragic that it happened in that way. 

“The loss of any soldier is a tragedy but 
you just don’t expect it to happen this way,” 
he said. 

The brigade will approach the loss of the 
men the same way it would handle combat 
casualties, Stetson said. 

“They have fallen on the battlefield. 
The exact nature of how they have fallen 
doesn’t really matter. These soldiers died 
doing their duty, deployed, away from 
home and serving their nation. 

“They will be handled the same way as 
other soldiers [who die in combat]. We owe 
that to them,” he said. 

Memorial services for the soldiers will 
be held in Iraq on Saturday, he said. 


‘Hard-charging’ noncom 


Bueno-Galdos had a reputation as a 
“hard-charging” noncommissioned officer 
who took the initiative. 

“He was a key player helping the brigade 
move to Grafenwohr,” Stetson added. 

Springle was better known as “Keith.” 

The 52-year-old was based at Camp 
Lejeune, N.C., and did a lot of work with re- 
servists who need help and “don’t return to 
Bragg,” according to Robert Goodale, who 
worked with Springle at the University of 
North Carolina-Chapel Hill’s Citizen-Sol- 
dier Support Program. 

Goodale said in a phone interview 
Wednesday that he met Springle last year 
and they worked together trying to bridge 
the gap between civilian and military men-

tal health care. 

Springle helped develop a daylong 
course that helped North Carolina medical 
providers better deal with mental health 
issues in returning troops, Goodale said. 


‘Important work’ 


“This was something he did because 
he knew it was important work,” Goodale 
said of his friend. “It’s also very difficult 
work.” 

Springle was married and had two sons, 
including one who had just returned from 
an Iraq deployment last fall, Goodale said. 

“He was a joy to be around,” Goodale 


said. “He was fun, upbeat. He answered 
all questions candidly and had a lot of 
experience. 

“T was looking forward to seeing him in 
the fall.” 

Matthew Houseal was an Army reserv- 
ist who called Amarillo, Texas, home, 
according to a report in the Amarillo 
Globe-News. 

The 54-year-old psychiatrist worked at 
the Texas Panhandle Mental Health and 
Mental Retardation since 1997, spokesman 
Jim Womack said. 

“He would spend however long it took 
with somebody to assess them,” Womack 
said. “He was completely dedicated to his 
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Springle 


patients.” 

Potter County Judge Arthur Ware knew 
Houseal through mental health patient 
referrals. 

“He was a very fine doctor that was al- 
ways doing everything he could to help 
those who had a mental disorder,’ Ware 
said in the Globe-News report. “I’ve heard 
nothing but praise of him. 

“Somebody ended not only his life but 
ends that ability for him to help the people 
that help others with mental disorders.” 


‘Defined by actions’ 


Another who, like Yates, sought help 
at the center was Barton, whose mother 
recently died, according to Capt. Mary 
Aaron, a spokeswoman for the 416th The- 
ater Engineer Command, out of Darien, Ill. 
A memorial service will be held Thursday 
in Iraq. 

Barton was attached to the 277th Engi- 
neer Company, 420th Engineer Brigade, 
but his actual assigned company was the 
955th Engineer Company out of Missouri. 
A construction equipment mechanic, he 
leaves a grandmother and sister. 

Barton was a construction equipment 
repairer and worked in the company’s 
maintenance platoon, officials said. He en- 
joyed computer games and chatting online 
with his sister. 

“A man’s character is defined by his 
actions, and Pfc. Jacob Barton, although 
a young man, is a man we should look to 
as an example for ourselves and our chil- 
dren ... We are shocked and saddened by 
his loss, and ask all of you to keep Jacob’s 
grandmother and sister in your thoughts 
and prayers,’ 46th Engineer Battalion 
Commander Lt. Col. Matthew Zajac said in 
a statement released from Baghdad. 

“Pfc. Barton was never disrespectful. 
He totally matured during the time he 
was with us,” said Sgt. Piotr Szczepaniak, 
Barton’s team leader. “You could never 
get angry with this guy. He was just a real 
good guy. I hope he’s in a better place.” 


‘A little stinker’ 


Margie Antal-Green, a guidance coun- 
selor at Barton’s elementary school in 
Salem, Mo., remembers him well. She 
tutored him twice a week and still drives 
past his house in Lenox every day on her 
way to work. 

“T remember Jacob when he was in third, 
fourth, fifth, sixth. ... He was an extremely 
intelligent young person. Oh yeah, he was 
an extremely bright little stinker. He was a 
little stinker!” she said, laughing. 

“He was really a smart little boy and 
could probably talk himself out of any situ- 
ation. The people who knew him are very 
sad. We were really shocked.” 

Although Yates was at the center for 
counseling, his last MySpace update — a 
day before he died — indicated his hopes 
for life outside of Liberty and Iraq, and 
underlines the abruptness with which the 
deaths occurred. 

In his last message, Yates “just had a 
great conversation with the girl of my 
dreams,” the page reads. “Baby you mean 
so much to me i miss you and cant wait to 
come home to you.”

YOKOTA AIR BASE, Japan — Air 
Force Chief of Staff Gen. Norton A. 
Schwartz told a town hall meeting here 
Wednesday that previous attempts at 
cutting personnel offered minimal cost 
savings and, if it were up to him, he’d like 
see an increase of nearly 20,000 airmen 
in the service. 

Wrapping up his first tour of the Pa- 
cific since assuming his post in August, 
Schwartz talked to airmen at the Taiyo 
Community Center about some of the 
current issues — and recent mistakes 
— affecting the Air Force. 

Schwartz addressed the recently re- 
leased defense budget and the cuts made 
to many Air Force programs, including 
ending production of the F-22 Raptor. 

“The truth of the matter is that the [na- 
tion’s economy] is suffering a little bit,” 
he said, explaining that the Air Force is 
“trying to make the hard choices” to save 
money. 

One thing the service won’t be cutting 
back on is manpower, Schwartz said, 
speaking of plans to return the active- 
duty force to 332,000 personnel after 
earlier plans to cut back to 316,000 per- 
sonnel were aborted. 

“Squeezing the force on the backs of 
our own people is over,” he said. “Even 
though we shrunk the force by 40,000, 
we didn’t save a hell of a lot of money.” 

But even at 332,000, the Air Force

will still be short- 
staffed, Schwartz 
said, adding that 
if the money were 
there, he’d like to 
get up to 350,000 
personnel. 

“We'd like to have 
a zillion dollars to 
buy whatever we 
want,” he said. “But 
that’s not where we 
are.” 

Regarding deployments, Schwartz 
said, the Air Force is “all in” and will 
continue to send airmen downrange to 
support the combat mission. 

Responding to a question about the in- 
creased need for civilian deployments, 
he said his stance on being “all in” ap- 
plies to Air Force personnel regardless 
of uniform. 

Schwartz said that while he can’t order 
Air Force civilians in certain fields to de- 
ploy, he highly encourages any civilian 
willing to deploy to volunteer to do so. 

Whether more civilians deploy or not, 
Schwartz made one thing clear to the au- 
dience: “We’ll do what is necessary, we'll 
do what’s needed, and we’ll do it as long 
as we have to.” 

He also touched on some of the prob- 
lems within the Air Force that led to him 
being named chief of staff. 

“(I] came to this job somewhat un- 
expectedly,” he said, opening the way 





for his remarks about the August 2007 
incident that involved nuclear weapons 
being loaded onto a B-52 and flown from 
Minot Air Force Base, N.D., to Barksdale 
Air Force Base, La. “We forgot what is 
necessary to maintain and secure some 
of the nation’s most lethal weapons.” 

Contending that the problem is being 
fixed, Schwartz said there are lessons to 
be learned from the incident that go be- 
yond the realm of nuclear security. 

Airmen need to go by the book and do 
things the right way, the “Air Force way,” 
he said. 

“What we are all about in the Air 
Force is precision and_ reliability,” 
Schwartz said. “The lesson from what 
happened (in 2007) is that in addition to 
imagination and innovation, there is also 
compliance.” 

The general stressed the importance 
of learning from the mistakes of the past 
and continuing to improve in the future. 

“Our performance will speak for us,” 
he said. “Just like losing nukes for 36 
hours spoke for us.” 

Staff Sgt. Kris Morich, assigned to 
the munitions flight of the 374th Main- 
tenance Squadron, said he was pleased 
with the Schwartz’s message. 

“The topics were much more in depth 
than I expected,” Morich said. “I think it’s 
about time for the more serious tone.”

Airmen question 
fitness standards 


A hot topic during Wednesday’s town hall 
meeting with Gen. Norton A. Schwartz at Yokota 
Air Base was the Air Force physical fitness test. 

“T could do 33 push-ups, 33 sit-ups and run a 
15-minute mile and a half. How is that consid- 
ered fit to fight?” an airman asked the Air Force’s 
chief of staff. 

Schwartz said program changes are in the 
works and will be discussed at a commanders’ 
conference in June at Wright-Patterson Air 
Force Base in Ohio. 

“We had a program where there was a lot of 
‘Santa Clausing’ going on,” he said. However, he 
added, the proposed moving of the administra- 
tion of physical fitness tests to outside the chain 
of command will help eliminate any conflicts of 
interest within the unit. 

The general stressed that in the new system, 
“there will be consequences” for those who don’t 
meet fitness standards. 

Schwartz also said there will be discussion 
during the June meeting about conducting physi- 
cal fitness tests twice a year instead of once. Fit- 
ness, he said, not only improves readiness but 
saves the Air Force money in health-care costs. 

“We need people to be fit and need to hold 
them accountable,” he said. “But we still need to 
be fair.”

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Tillman’s parents urge review of McChrystal

WASHINGTON — The parents of slain 
U.S. Army Ranger and American football 
star Pat Tillman said Tuesday they have 
misgivings that the general who played a 
role in mischaracterizing their son’s death 
could be put in charge of military opera- 
tions in Afghanistan. 

In a brief interview with The Associated 
Press, Pat Tillman Sr. accused Lt. Gen. 
Stanley McChrystal of covering up the cir- 
cumstances of the 2004 slaying. 

“T do believe that guy participated in a 
falsified homicide investigation,” Tillman 
Sr. said. 

Separately, Mary Tillman called it “im- 
perative” that McChrystal’s record be care- 
fully considered before he is confirmed. 

Pentagon spokesman Geoff Morrell said 
Defense Secretary Robert Gates has com- 





plete confidence in McChrystal, whom he 
hopes can be confirmed by the Senate be- 
fore month’s end. 

“We feel terrible for 
what the Tillman fam- 
ily went through, but 
this matter has been 
investigated thor- 
oughly by the Penta- 
gon, by the Congress, 
by outside experts, 
and all of them have 
come to the same con- 
clusion: that there 
was no wrongdoing 
by Gen. McChrystal,” 
Morrell said. 

McChrystal, a former “black ops” spe- 
cial forces chief credited with capturing 
one of the most-wanted fugitives in Iraq, 
was tapped Monday to lead U.S. and NATO 
forces in Afghanistan. If confirmed by

the Senate, he would replace Gen. David 
McKiernan, who was fired in an unusual 
wartime shake-up. 

In April 2004, 
McChrystal approved 
paperwork awarding 
Tillman a Silver Star 
after he was report- 
ed killed by enemy 
fire, even though 
McChrystalsuspected 
| the Ranger had been 
killed accidentally 
by fellow American 
soldiers, according to 
Pentagon testimony 
later obtained by the 
AP. 

The testimony showed that McChrystal 
sent a memo to top generals imploring “our 
nation’s leaders,” specifically the presi- 
dent, to avoid cribbing the “devastating

enemy fire” explanation from the award 
citation for their speeches. In 2007, the 
Army overruled a Pentagon recommenda- 
tion that McChrystal be held accountable 
for “misleading” actions. 

Senate Armed Services’ Democratic 
Chairman Carl Levin “does not foresee 
any problems with Gen. McChrystal’s con- 
firmation” with the committee, a Levin 
aide said Tuesday. 

Sen. John McCain of Arizona, the com- 
mittee’s top Republican, backs the deci- 
sion to change leadership in Afghanistan 
and will support McChrystal’s nomination, 
said Brooke Buchanan, a McCain spokes- 
woman. Tillman was a star member of 
the Arizona Cardinals National Football 
League team. 

McCain was highly critical of the Army’s 
handling of the Tillman investigation, and 
in April 2007 he called the service’s ac- 
tions “inexcusable and unconscionable.”

Witness: Conditions 
harsh for former GI 
before Iraq slaying

PADUCAH, Ky. — A former 
soldier who could be sentenced to 
death for rape and murder in Iraq 
had an unusually stressful com- 
bat tour in a unit that suffered 
heavy casualties and didn’t get 
sufficient Army leadership, two 
former Marine officers testified 
Wednesday. 

Retired Marine Lt. Col. Andrew 
Horne and former Marine law- 
yer Gary Solis said stress from 
combat can impair a soldier’s 
judgment and good leadership is 
needed to prevent criminal acts. 

Both men were called by the 
defense in the third day of the 
penalty phase of former Pfc. Ste- 
ven Dale Green’s trial. He was 
convicted last week of raping and 
murdering 14-year-old Abeer Qa- 
ssim al-Janabi and fatally shoot- 
ing her family in a 2006 attack at 
their home in Mahmoudiya, Iraq, 
about 20 miles south of Baghdad. 

Horne, of Louisville, reviewed 
the Army’s investigation into the 
attack, and offered expert as- 
sessment of the conditions Green 


served in. He told jurors that 
Green’s small unit lost a high 
number of soldiers in a short 
time. 

Enemy attacks killed two com- 
mand sergeants, a lieutenant and 
a specialist in Green’s unit dur- 
ing 12 days in December 2005. 
Jurors have heard testimony that 
Green’s unit was left alone to run 
a traffic checkpoint for several 
weeks without a break. 

“This unit suffered some of the 
most extraordinary casualties in 
a short period of time and were 
exposed to the worst threats and 
risk I’ve seen in my experience,” 
said Horne, who served in Iraq in 
2005. 

Dr. Pablo Stewart, a psychia- 
trist at the University of Califor- 
nia-San Francisco, told jurors 
Tuesday that former Pfc. Steven 
Dale Green exhibited clear signs 
of post-traumatic stress disorder 
and acute stress disorder when 
he met with an Army counselor in 
December 2005. 

Stewart, testifying for Green’s 
defense, said Lt. Col. Karen Marrs 
gave Green a sleep medication 
and sent him back into combat. 


release of detainee abuse photos

WASHINGTON — President Barack Obama will 
try to block this month’s planned release of photos 
showing U.S. personnel allegedly abusing prisoners 
in Irag and Afghanistan, agreeing with top military 
commanders’ concerns that publicizing the pictures 
could put American troops in extra danger, a White 
House official said Wednesday. 

Obama decided he “did not feel comfortable” with 
the release and last week instructed his legal team 
to fight it in court, said the official, who spoke on the 
condition of anonymity because the president’s deci- 
sion had not yet been made public. 

Obama has instructed administration lawyers to 
make the case that “the national security implica- 
tions of such a release have not been fully presented 
to the court,” the official said. 

“The president strongly believes that the release 
of these photos, particularly at this time, would only 
serve the purpose of inflaming the theaters of war, 
jeopardizing U.S. forces, and making our job more 
difficult in places like Iraq and Afghanistan,” the of- 
ficial said. 

The president informed Gen. Ray Odierno, com- 
mander of U.S. troops in Iraq, of his decision during 
a White House meeting on Tuesday. 

Gen. David Petraeus, senior commander for both 
wars, had also weighed in, as had Gen. David McKi- 
ernan, the top general in Afghanistan. Defense Sec- 


retary Robert Gates fired McKiernan on Monday 
for unrelated reasons. 

Pentagon spokesman Geoff Morrell said military 
“commanders are concerned about the impact the 
release of these photos would have for the troops 
in Afghanistan and Iraq,” and Gates shares their 
concerns. 

In Afghanistan, release of the pictures this month 
would coincide with the spring thaw that usually her- 
alds the year’s toughest fighting. Morrell also noted 
the release as scheduled would come as thousands 
of new U.S. troops flow into Afghanistan’s volatile 
south. 

Federal appeals judges have ruled the photos 
must be released. Through an arrangement with 
the court, the Pentagon was preparing to release, by 
May 28, two batches of photos, one of 21 images and 
another 23. The government also had told the judge it 
was “processing for release a substantial number of 
other images.” 

The American Civil Liberties Union, which is 
suing the government for the release, criticized the 
decision. “The decision to suppress the photos is pro- 
foundly inconsistent with the promise of transparen- 
cy that President Obama has made time after time,” 
ACLU lawyer Jameel Jaffer said. 

The U.S. official said that Obama believes that the 
actions depicted in the photos should not be excused 
and fully supports the investigations, prison sen- 
tences, discharges and other punitive measures that 
have resulted from them. 


U.S. gives Pakistan some reins on drones

WASHINGTON — The U.S. 
military has begun flying armed 
Predator drones inside Pakistan 
and has given Pakistani officers 
significant control over targets, 
flight routes and decisions to 
launch attacks under a new joint 
operation, according to U.S. offi- 
cials familiar with the program. 

The project was begun in re- 
cent weeks to bolster Pakistan’s 
ability and willingness to disrupt 
militant groups posing a growing 
threat to the government in Is- 
lamabad, Pakistan’s capital, and 
fueling violence in Afghanistan. 

For the U.S. military, the mis- 
sions represent a broad new role 
in hunting militants inside Paki- 


stan. For years, that task has been 
the domain of the CIA, which has 
flown its own fleet of Predators 
over Pakistan. 

But under the new partnership, 
U.S. military drones will be free 
for the first time to venture be- 
yond the borders of Afghanistan 
under the direction of Pakistani 
military officials who are work- 
ing alongside American coun- 
terparts at a command center in 
Jalalabad, Afghanistan. 

U.S. officials said the program 
is aimed at getting Pakistan, 
which has frequently protested 
strikes in its territory as a viola- 
tion of sovereignty, more directly 
and deeply engaged in the Preda- 
tor program. 

“This is about building trust,” 
said a senior U.S. military offi- 
cial, speaking on the condition of 


anonymity because the program 
has not been publicly acknowl- 
edged. “This is about giving them 
capabilities they do not currently 
have to help them defeat this 
radical extreme element that is in 
their country.” 

The Pakistanis, however, have 
yet to order the drones to shoot at 
suspected militants and are grap- 
pling with a cumbersome mili- 
tary chain of command as well 
as ambivalence over using U.S. 
equipment to fire on their own 
people. 

Pakistani President Asif Ali 
Zardari, on a visit to Washington 
last week, reiterated his nation’s 
request for its own fleet of Preda- 
tors. U.S. officials have all but 
ruled that out and described the 
new, jointly operated flights as an 
effective compromise. 
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An incident that began with 
rocket fire targeting U.S. bases 
in eastern Afghanistan has left 
at least six suspected insurgents 
and two civilians dead, officials 
said Tuesday. 

According to U.S. Forces Af- 
ghanistan, insurgents fired 
“multiple rockets at Forward 
Operating Bases Rushmore and 
Sharana overnight. 

The complex attack began 
shortly after midnight and ended 
when Coalition Forces responded 
to disrupt the assault. 

Counter-battery fire and air- 
craft were called in, killing six 
suspected insurgents. But a news 
release read, “Regrettably, two 
individuals not involved in the at- 
tack were killed and four others 
were injured in the battle.” 

“We are investigating these ac- 
tions to determine what happened 
in Paktika,’ Col. Greg Julian, 
U.S. Forces Afghanistan spokes- 
man, was quoted as saying. “We 
take the safety of Afghan civil- 
ians very seriously and sincerely 
regret this loss of life.” 

Separately, officials said U.S. 
troops were investigating reports 
that “a number” of civilians were 


Fighting in Pakistan 
continues, 15 killed 


PESHAWAR, Pakistan — 
Troops secured footholds Wednes- 
day in a Pakistani valley overrun 
by the Taliban, killing 11 militants 
and discovering five headless 
corpses near the region’s main 
town, the army said. 

Elsewhere in the _ turbulent 
northwest, police said dozens of 
assailants stormed a transport 
depot handling supplies for NATO 
troops in neighboring Afghanistan 
and torched eight trucks before 
escaping.

Iraq maintains leader 
of terror cell in jail 


BAGHDAD — Iraq’s defense 
minister on Wednesday insisted 
that the head of an al-Qaida front 
group was in custody, refuting a 
potentially embarrassing online 
denial purportedly posted by the 
man he maintains was arrested. 

Abdul-Qader al-Obedi told law- 
makers that the man captured on 
April 23, and later paraded in front 
of cameras, was Abu Omar al- 
Baghdadi, leader of the al-Qaida 
dominated Islamic State in Iraq. 

On Tuesday, militant Web sites 
carried an audio message pur- 
portedly from al-Baghdadi mock- 
ing the Iraqi government for lying 
about his arrest and denying he 
had been taken captive. The re- 
cording called to mind previous 
claims by Iraqis of captured terror 
leaders that were proven false. 

“Everyone was surprised by 
the lies of the Green Zone lead- 
ers who claimed again that they 
detained me,” said the speaker in 
the online message.

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Afghan official: 95 kids 
killed in U.S. airstrike

KABUL — Ninety-five Afghan 
children are among the 140 peo- 
ple said to have died in a recent 
U.S.-Taliban battle in western Af- 
ghanistan, a lawmaker involved 
in the investigation into the 
deaths said Wednesday. The U.S. 
military disputed the claim, say- 
ing the graves they saw looked 
too small to contain so many 
victims. 

Afghans blame U.S. airstrikes 
for the deaths and destruction in 
two villages in Farah province. 
American officials say the Tal- 
iban kept villagers hostage dur- 
ing the fight, and a spokesman 
said payments to the bereaved of- 
fered incentive to exaggerate the 
death toll. 

A list of the dead, with names 
and ages, was compiled by 
members of an Afghan govern- 
ment commission based on the 
testimony of villagers who said 
their relatives had died, said 
Obaidullah Helali, a lawmaker 
from Farah and a member of the 
government’s investigative team. 
Helali said they consider all those 
under 18 to be children. 

The bodies were buried before 
the investigation took place, and 
there are no plans to dig them up. 

It was not clear how investi- 
gators determined that missing 


relatives had been killed and not 
simply fled the violence. 

The International Committee 
of the Red Cross has said that 
women and children were among 
dozens of dead people its teams 
saw in scattered in the villages in 
the immediate aftermath of the 
bombing. 

It did not provide an overall 
figure. 

If the Afghan toll is correct, it 
would be the largest case of civil- 
ian deaths since the 2001 U.S.-led 
invasion to oust the Taliban. 

But the U.S. military disputes 
the number. 

U.S. military spokesman Col. 
Greg Julian said “there is no 
physical proof that can substan- 
tiate” the Afghan list of victims. 
The U.S. has refused to release a 
number of people it thinks died in 
the May 4-5 clash in Farah’s Ge- 
rani and Ganjabad villages. 

Julian said a joint U.S.-Afghan 
investigation team was taken to 
three different grave sites a day 
after the clash — one with four 
mounds, one with 22 mounds and 
one mass grave that contained an 
unknown number of bodies. 

“The locals couldn’t decide 
among themselves whether it was 
19 or 69 in that mass grave,” Ju- 
lian said. 

He added that the dirt displaced 
from the mass grave seemed to 
indicate far fewer than 69 bodies 
were buried there.

Fatigue cited as factor 


in Buffalo plane crash

WASHINGTON — The co-pilot in a February air- 
line crash that killed 50 people in upstate New York 
was paid a salary so low that she was living with her 
parents in Seattle and commuting across the coun- 
try to her job, according to testimony Wednesday. 

One of the safety issues that has arisen in the Na- 
tional Transportation Safety Board’s investigation 
is whether co-pilot Rebecca Shaw and Capt. Marvin 
Renslow may have suffered from fatigue during the 
accident. 

Testimony in the three-day hearing, which began 
Tuesday, indicates Shaw and Renslow made several 
fundamental mistakes as Continental Connection 
Flight 3407 approached Buffalo Niagara Interna- 
tional Airport in wintry weather the night of Feb. 
12. 

Airline officials acknowledged at the hearing that 
Shaw, 24, was paid at a rate of about $23 an hour 
and had a salary of $16,254, although she could have 
earned more if she worked extra hours. She previ- 
ously had a second job working in a coffee shop. 

The night before the accident, Shaw flew over- 
night as a passenger from Seattle, changing planes 
in Memphis, to report to work at Newark Liberty 
International Airport. Shaw also complained about 
congestion and may have been suffering from a 
cold.

Tampa, Fla. Officials at Colgan Air Inc. of Manas- 
sas, Va., which operated the flight for Continental, 
said their captains typically have salaries around 
$55,000 a year.

Tuesday by the board showed Renslow and Shaw en- 
gaging in chitchat about careers and her lack of ex- 
perience flying in icy conditions during the plane’s 
final minutes, even after they had noticed a buildup 
of ice on the windshield.

Colgan officials acknowledged in response to 
board members’ questions that Renslow and Shaw 
weren’t paying close attention to the plane’s instru- 
ments and were surprised by a stall warning. Nor 
did they follow the airline’s procedures for respond- 
ing to a stall. 

Further testimony and documents also showed 
that Renslow had failed several training tests be- 
fore and after being hired by Colgan in 2005. He 
had been certified to fly the Dash-8 plane for about 
three months.

gence on “dirty bomb” terrorist 
Jose Padilla. 

Soufan said his team had to step 
aside when CIA contractors took 
over.

GOP blocks Obamas pick for 
deputy secretary of Interior

WASHINGTON — Republi- 
cans blocked President Barack 
Obama’s pick for the No. 2 job 
at the Interior Department on 
Wednesday in a dispute over 
oil and gas leases, but Demo- 
crats signaled they would soon 
make a second attempt to win 
confirmation. 

The 57-39 vote was three short 
of the 60 needed to advance David 
Hayes past Republican objec- 
tions, and made him the first of 
Obama’s top-level nominees to be 
sidetracked on the Senate floor. 

Hayes, an environmental law- 
yer picked by Obama to serve as 
deputy secretary of the Interior 
Department, held the same post 


during the last three years of the 
Clinton administration. He also 
led Obama’s natural resources 
transition team, responsible for 
naming a new Interior Depart- 
ment head. 

Republican opposition to 
Hayes’ nomination was led by 
Sen. Bob Bennett of Utah, who 
expressed anger over Secretary 
Ken Salazar’s recent decision to 
revoke 77 oil and gas leases in 
his state. He was joined by Sen. 
Lisa Murkowski, R-Alaska, who 
raised questions about the ad- 
ministration’s plans for oil and 
gas development and objected to 
recent reversals of several Bush- 
era rules on endangered species 
and mountaintop mining.

BETHLEHEM, West Bank — 
Standing in the cradle of Chris- 
tianity, Pope Benedict XVI told 
Palestinians on Wednesday he 
understands their suffering and 
offered the Vatican’s strongest 
and most symbolic public back- 
ing yet for an independent Pales- 
tinian homeland. 

To get to Jesus’ traditional 
birthplace of Bethlehem, Bene- 
dict had to cross through towering 
concrete slabs, part of a separa- 
tion barrier Israel has erected to 
wall off the West Bank’s Palestin- 
ian areas. The visit, his first to the 
Holy Land since becoming pope, 
took on increased significance as 
he endorsed the idea of a home- 
land while standing on Palestin- 
ian soil for the first time. 

“Mr. President, the Holy See 
supports the right of your people 
to a sovereign Palestinian home- 
land in the land of your forefa- 
thers, secure and at peace with its 
neighbors, within internationally 
recognized borders,” the pontiff 
said upon his arrival, standing 
alongside Palestinian President 
Mahmoud Abbas. 

It was the third day of Bene- 
dict’s Holy Land pilgrimage, one 
meant largely to boost interfaith 
relations. But so far, it has been 
fraught with political land mines. 
Israelis have criticized the Ger- 
man-born pope for failing to ad- 
equately express remorse for the 
Holocaust, while the Palestinians 
are pressing him to draw atten-

tion to the difficult conditions of 
life under Israeli rule. 

The pope also called for a Pal- 
estinian homeland when he ar- 
rived in Israel on Monday for 
the five-day visit. Israeli Prime 
Minister Benjamin Netanyahu, 
who was in the audience, says 
Palestinians are not ready to rule 
themselves and he has resisted 
international pressure to endorse 


the idea of a Palestinian state 
alongside Israel. 

In Bethlehem, Benedict deliv- 
ered a special message of solidar- 
ity to the 1.4 million Palestinians 
isolated in the Hamas-ruled Gaza 
Strip. He has no plans to visit 
Gaza. 

Israel recently waged a three- 
week war against Gaza militants 
that killed more than 1,150 people 


and badly damaged thousands of 
homes. The war compounded suf- 
fering already caused by an Israel 
and Egyptian blockade of Gaza’s 
borders since Hamas wrested 
control of Gaza two years ago. 
“In aspecial way, my heart goes 
out to the pilgrims from war-torn 
Gaza: I ask you to bring back to 
your families and your communi- 
ties my warm embrace, and my 
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Pope lends support to Palestinian homeland 


sorrow for the loss, the hardship 
and the suffering you have had to 
endure,” the pope told thousands 
of Palestinians who packed an 
open-air Mass in Manger Square, 
some hoisting Palestinian and 
Vatican flags and pictures of the 
pontiff and Jesus. 

“Please be assured of my soli- 
darity with you in the immense 
work of rebuilding which now lies 
ahead, and my prayers that the 
embargo will soon be lifted,” he 
added. 

In a gesture for the pope’s visit, 
Israel allowed nearly 100 mem- 
bers of Gaza’s tiny Christian 
community to travel to the West 
Bank through Israeli territory 
that separates the two Palestin- 
ian areas. 

Benedict’s singling out of Gaza 
“means that Gaza is in the pope’s 
heart,” said George Hernandz, 
bishop of the Holy Family Catho- 
lic church in Gaza City. “This a 
very courageous speech and we 
are satisfied.” 

The pope, who has described 
himself as a “pilgrim of peace,” 
has been forced to navigate some 
of the touchiest political issues as 
he makes his way through Israel 
and the West Bank — his first 
visit to the region as the head of 
the Roman Catholic church. 

On Tuesday, the Vatican rallied 
to his defense, describing him 
as man of strong anti-Nazi cre- 
dentials and a peacemaker after 
critics said he failed to apologize 
in a speech at Israel’s Holocaust 
memorial for what they see as 
Catholic indifference during the 
Nazi genocide. 


Italy’s parliament moves to crack down on illegal migration

ROME — Italy’s lower chamber of 
parliament passed a hotly debated bill 
Wednesday making it a crime to enter or 
stay in Italy illegally — the latest effort by 
Premier Silvio Berlusconi’s conservative 
forces to crack down on illegal migration. 

To ensure swift passage, Berlusconi’s al- 
lies put the legislation to a confidence vote, 
which they easily won 316-258. 

Confidence votes force lawmakers to 
close ranks since any defeat would force 
the government’s resignation. 

The legislation makes entering or stay- 
ing in Italy without permission a crime

punishable by a fine of $6,840-$13,670. 
Migrants would not face prison, but the 
bill provides for up to three years in prison 
for anyone who rents housing to an illegal 
immigrant. 

The measure must still be approved by 
the Senate for it to take effect. 

Berlusconi’s conservative coalition has 
been working to stem the flow of illegal 
migrants, bolstered by surveys showing 
many Italians link immigrants to crime. 

Last year, more than 36,000 migrants 
from Africa and elsewhere arrived in Italy 
by boat, many coming ashore on the tiny 
Sicilian island of Lampedusa. Hundreds 
of boats run by organized smuggling rings 
set off from Libya alone. 


Italy now ranks fourth — after the Unit- 
ed States, Canada and France — in the 
number of migrants requesting asylum, 
according to the Italian Refugee Council 
humanitarian group. 

Last year, 31,160 people requested asy- 
lum in Italy — more than double the num- 
ber from 2007. 

Earlier this month, Italy started sending 
back to Libya boatloads of migrants it in- 
tercepted in international waters without 
first screening them for asylum claims. 
The U.N. refugee agency, the Vatican and 
human rights organizations voiced out- 
rage, saying Italy was breaching interna- 
tional law. 

The government, which has complained 


that it has been left by the European Union 
to deal with illegal immigration alone, has 
defended the new policy, saying the U.N. 
refugee agency can screen the migrants in 
Libya. 

Italy’s new return policy is not part of 
the bill passed Wednesday by parliament’s 
lower Chamber of Deputies. The legisla- 
tion passed is part of an overall security 
bill that also would authorize citizen anti- 
crime patrols. 

While Italy has long issued expulsion 
orders for illegal migrants, the new law 
would criminalize illegal entry or resi- 
dence — something critics say could result 
in people being turned in for simply going 
to a doctor. 


2 American journalists deported from Myanmar 


arrested since 2001 freed

LONDON — More than half 
the people arrested in Britain 
on suspicion of terrorism since 
2001 have been freed without 
being charged, the country’s 
law and order ministry said 
Wednesday. 

Britain’s Home Office said 
1,471 people were arrested as 
suspected terrorists between 


September 2001 and March 
2008, the first time it has com- 
piled data on the often contro- 
versial arrests. 

Of those, fewer than 200 have 
been convicted as a terror- 
ists — highlighting questions 
about police tactics, particu- 
larly following high-profile 
raids on Muslims communities 
that have failed to bring any 
convictions.

BANGKOK — Two Ameri- 
can journalists deported from 
military-ruled Myanmar = said 
Wednesday they could not explain 
why their officially sanctioned 
trip was abruptly terminated. 

Authorities detained Jerry 
Redfern and Karen Coates in 
the city of Mandalay after they 
had finished workshops for local 
journalists, which they say were 
approved by the police and cen- 


sorship board. They were deport- 
ed to Bangkok on May 7. 

“We could speculate all day 
long on why we were expelled. 
Nobody said anything to us when 
we were being held. 

“They told us they were only 
following orders,” said Redfern, 
a freelance photographer from 
Albuquerque, N. M. 

The couple said they heard nu- 
merous rumors about their arrest, 
with some saying it was fallout 
from the arrest of an American 


accused of swimming across a 
lake last week to sneak into the 
home of detained opposition lead- 
er Aung San Suu Kyi in Yangon. 

But the couple said no one was 
able to verify if that was the case. 

Redfern and Coates had been 
conducting classes in feature writ- 
ing and photography sponsored 
by the U.S. Embassy’s American 
Center in Yangon, which in the 
past has been accused by the re- 
gime of fomenting dissent within 
the country.

pomething’s 
full of hot air, 
but not tires 


Dear Tom and Ray: 

I have a 2000 Toyota Sienna van. My van 
tires lose air on a regular basis. The tire- 
trouble indicator on the dash is on most of 
the time. The front desk personnel — who 
have had some 
mechanical 
training — say 
I only need to 
have the tire 
rims cleaned 
and sealed, and 
they should 
hold for two 
years. 

One of the 
mechanics, who 
seems to be 
knowledgeable, 
says it’s be- 
cause my rims 
are aluminum, and aluminum rims collect 
residue that gets between the tire and the 
rim. He recommended getting stainless- 
steel rims. Who is right? — Jean-Marie 

TOM: Well, there are millions of cars 
with aluminum-alloy rims out there, 
and their tires are all holding air. So I 
don’t think it’s the type of rims you have, 
Jean-Marie. 

RAY: There are two things I’d look at. 
One is your valve stems. The valve stem 
is the black rubber thing that sticks out of 
the wheel. It’s where you put the air when 
you fill up the tires. Valve stems can some- 
times crack, or deteriorate and get porous, 
and allow air to slowly leak out. 

TOM: In fact, some 30 million Chinese- 
made valve stems were recently recalled 
because they may fail. 

They were manufactured for a company 
named Dill and distributed by Tech Inter- 
national all over the country. If you have 
those, you can get them replaced for free. 

RAY: The other possibility is what the 
front desk personnel suggested — that you 
have oxidation on the inside of the rims, and 
that’s preventing the bead of the tire from 
sealing tightly against the rims. That’s also 
acommon source of slow leaks. 

TOM: So, my suggestion would be to 
have your mechanic remove all of the tires, 
clean up the rims, replace the valve stems 
and remount the tires. 

Ill bet that fixes it. 

RAY: Andifhe happens to notice any huge 
nail holes while he’s at it, have him patch 
those up, too. Good luck, Jean-Marie.

WASHINGTON — A cash-for-clunkers 


plan embraced by key House members 
is intended to spark sales of newer, more 
fuel-efficient vehicles by giving buyers 
up to $4,500 for retiring older-model gas 
guzzlers. 

The 
costs have not been not revealed, and it is 
unclear how the Senate will react. But the

U.S. Rep. John Dingell, D-Mich., who 
attended the meeting with Energy and 
Commerce Committee Chairman Henry 
Waxman of California, called the plan “crit- 
ically important and sensibly balanced.”

Dorothy is 91 and horrified 
by the money gushing out of 
her life’s savings. 

At the end of 2007, she had 
about $207,600. Now, it’s down 
to $121,000. And she’s afraid 

she will soon be out of money. 
Dorothy thinks she has bad 


_ investments, but she doesn’t 
__ know. She knows nothing about 
x 


investing. She is a small client 
of a broker who deals with much 
wealthier clients, and she says her 
’ broker is impatient talking with 
her and is not quick about return- 

ing her calls. 

Because she didn’t know where 
to turn, she called me but asked 
me to keep her last name out of 
the newspaper. 

Dorothy’s problems started 
about eight years ago. Her hus- 

band was dying, and Dorothy sug- 
gested he explain their finances 
to her. He simply assured her, 

“You'll be fine.” 

After her husband’s death, 
Dorothy met her husband’s 
broker for the first time. He 

liked stocks, and Dorothy 

didn’t, so she moved to an- 
other broker — a woman 
who took time with her 
and assured her that the 
mutual funds she had cho-

sen were not risky. 

Two years ago, however, Dorothy’s bro- 
ker left the firm, and Dorothy was handed 
off to another broker who had no relation- 
ship with her and didn’t seem to want to 
bother with her concerns. In December, 
when she was shocked by the small sum 
left in her investments, she called him, 
and his secretary said they’d meet after 
Christmas. Two months passed without a 
meeting. 

Regardless, Dorothy’s problem is big- 
ger than whether she has the right invest- 
ments, and that’s where she needs help 
that her broker hasn’t offered. She needs 
to understand if her money has disap- 
peared quickly because she has weak 
mutual funds or because she is spending 
too much. 

An adult should be able to do the math. 
If not, acertified financial planner or cer- 
tified public accountant could look over 
the investments, all sources of income 
and spending to see if adjustments are 
needed. Such help earlier in life would 
be even better — perhaps leaving more 
money intact. So here’s what to do: 

m Get help together. Often in a mar- 
riage, one person will do the investing. 
But both need to be familiar with all fi- 
nancial records, and — if using a finan- 
cial planner or broker — both should go 
together, have chemistry with the profes- 
sional, and understand the investments 
and the rationale for them. A good broker 
or financial planner will not be impatient 
with questions, and clients should ask 


questions until they receive answers they 
understand in plain English. There are 
no dumb questions, and impatient advis- 
ers should be replaced. 

m@ Get help early. Good financial plan- 
ners tend to like to work with people 
who have at least $250,000 to invest, and 
there’s a tendency to give the most atten- 
tion to the wealthiest clients. 

Picking a person who caters to people 
at your income level is smart. Ask plan- 
ners who their typical clients are. 

Dorothy and her husband once had a 
sizable nest egg. If she had established a 
relationship with a solid financial plan- 
ner at that point, the planner would have 
likely remained loyal to her and given 
her attention even when her account had 
shrunk. 

When you start a financial planning 
relationship, ask what will happen as you 
age and spend down the savings. You 
don’t want to face higher fees because 
the adviser is no longer investing a lot of 
money for you. 

= Realize a broker’s limitations. Peo- 
ple who are comfortable as do-it-your- 
selfers can turn to a broker to buy or sell 
investments for them. But brokers are not 
financial planners. Such services come 
from a certified financial planner or a 
certified public accountant with a “per- 
sonal financial specialist” designation. 

Pay attention to the exact words. Some 
people call themselves financial planners 
or financial consultants, but they don’t 
have the same background as those certi- 
fied to do more.

People with jobs are hanging 
on to them at a record pace

CHICAGO — It’s pretty obvious 
that people with jobs are hanging 
on to them at all costs. 

Now comes the proof, buried in 
Friday’s employment report. 

In an analysis of the govern- 
ment numbers, David Oser, se- 
nior vice president of investments 
at Chicago’s ShoreBank, writes: 

“One little noticed but signifi- 
cant statistic is the percentage of 
unemployed people who quit their 
jobs voluntarily. Alan Greenspan 
always thought these ‘job-leav- 
ers’ were a good indicator of the 
economy’s health, on the theory 
that people usually leave jobs 
only if they have another lined 
up or are confident that they can 
find one easily. In good times, the 
percentage of job-leavers runs 





around 10-12 percent. In April, 
the percentage was just 6.5, tying 
the all-time low set in 1982.” 

Their behavior reflects an em- 
ployment market that has made 
it tough for job-seekers in practi- 
cally every way: 

Consider the many who want to 
work full time but can only find 
part-time gigs, and the similarly 
elevated numbers who give up 
looking for jobs altogether. 

When the economy finally 
turns around — 2010, maybe? — 
look for a spike in voluntary de- 
partures, as talented employees 
are recruited away to better op- 
portunities, or move to new cities 
once they can sell their homes. 

At the same time, don’t be sur- 
prised if the annual raise, now 
an endangered species, makes a 
comeback.

Cut out middlemen to make college affordable

ith the cost of a college education 

VV soaring all over the country, re- 

forming college-loan plans is tak- 

ing on a new urgency. Fortunately, there is 

a proposal on the table that won’t be a bur- 

den on taxpayers and could ease the stag- 

gering debt load for young people entering 

the workplace. This should be a no-brainer 

for Congress. When it comes to legislation, 
though, nothing is ever easy. 

College students and their families need 
no reminder that it’s harder than ever to 
pay for a four- or five-year education. Col- 
lege tuition has risen at a clip of 58 percent 
since 2000, faster than inflation. Close to 70 
percent of students borrow for their educa- 
tion, and they owe an average of $20,000. 
Doctors, lawyers and those with graduate 
degrees can easily owe well over $100,000. 

The result is that thousands of students 
either forgo college altogether or drop out 
because they can’t afford it. Many of those 
who do graduate find themselves still pay- 
ing off college loans when they should be

would cut out the middlemen — principally, banks — and 
would save at least $4 billion per year. 


saving for their own kids’ educations. 

One part of President Barack Obama’s 
proposed reform would enlarge the pool 
of loans by cutting out the middlemen 
— principally, banks. Private lenders get 
a public subsidy under the Federal Family 
Education Loan program, which accounts 
for more than two-thirds of student bor- 
rowing. Taxpayers guarantee the lender 97 
percent of the loan if there is a default, so 
the risk to private lenders is small. Cutting 
out the middlemen — who would surely 
put up a fight in Congress — would save at 
least $4 billion per year. 

At present, students are forced to borrow 
at subsidized rates of 4 percent to 5 percent, 
even when banks borrow from the govern- 
ment at 1 percent. When the limited pool 
of money is exhausted, they must turn to 
the private market, where rates are much 
higher.

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The money saved by direct lending from 
the government would significantly en- 
large the amount of money available from 
the government. 

Obama has proposed to use the savings 
by enlarging Pell Grants made to needy 
students — which don’t have to be repaid 
— from $5,000 to $5,500. That’s not a huge 
difference, considering that when the Pell 
program started in the 1960s it paid for 70 
percent of the costs of college. But it’s a 
start. The government also needs to lower 
interest rates for student loans — how about 
1 percent? — and ensure that the maximum 
value of Pell Grants is tied to inflation. 

Young people are the country’s future. 
The current economic crisis is not of their 
making, but they’re paying for it. The least 
government can do for them is to remove 
financial obstacles to a college education.

For those who’ve somehow 
managed to avoid the controver- 
sy, Sykes joked that Limbaugh, 
whom she compared to Osama bin 
Laden, might have been the 20th 
hijacker, but was “just so strung 
out on OxyContin he missed his 
flight.” She also suggested that 
Rush might be guilty of treason 
for hoping Obama’s policies fail. 

In a final flourish, she said: 
“Rush Limbaugh, ‘I hope the 
country fails’ — I hope his kid- 
neys fail, how about that? He 
needs a waterboarding, that’s 
what he needs.” 

Hohoho. The audience did not, 
in fact, roar with laughter, at least 
not compared to other jokes dur- 
ing the evening. From where I 
sat, most who laughed were react- 
ing to the outrageousness of the 
“Soke.” Even Sykes acknowledged 
that she’d gone too far, but noted 
that we’d be talking about it later. 
She got that part right. 

My own thought at the time 
was: “Oh dear. She just gave Rush 
the gift of a lifetime.” But as a 
committed non-literalist, I as- 
sumed Sykes didn’t really think 
that Rush is a terrorist. That she 
didn’t really hope he suffers kid- 
ney failure. Or that he needs a 
good waterboarding. 

Rush Limbaugh is rich in satire 
ops — and Sykes missed them. 
That the president was captured

on video laughing during the joke, 
alas, was also a gift to the sorry- 
loser crowd. One minute he’s 
handing the queen an iPod, the 
next he’s laughing at dumb jokes. 
What’s next? Invading a country? 

Let’s be clear. The joke was 
a dud. But you’d think from the 
scurrying of tiny feet that we 
were on the verge of appointing 
a Special Commission on Accept- 
able Humor. Don’t laugh. At this 


rate, it may be coming. 

If Sykes deserves criticism, it’s 
for being un-clever. To be funny, a 
joke has to reveal some truth bur- 
ied deep in the collective psyche. 
As when Sykes said she wouldn’t 
need to waterboard Sean Han- 
nity to get information, because 
all she’d need to do is put him ina 
middle seat in coach. 

Now that’s funny — not because 
we infer that Hannity is a diva, 


but because we’re all divas when 
it comes to the middle seat. We 
have personal experience with 
that bit of torture. During a recent 
four-hour flight wedged between 
two folks who’ve apparently yet 
to decline dessert, I’d have con- 
fessed to whatever Sykes wanted 
for an upgrade to first class. 

Alas, the joke on Limbaugh 
bore no resemblance to truth, and 
therefore wasn’t funny. She didn’t 
get under our skin with a scalpel; 
she hit us over the head with a 
cudgel. Limbaugh isn’t like bin 
Laden or a 9/11 hijacker. His dis- 
like of Obama’s policies and his 
hope that they fail do not equate 
to hoping the country fails. No 
one’s drug addiction is amusing. 

That said, the punch lines 
weren’t as awful as they now seem 
after numerous reruns. Nothing’s 
funny the 27th time. What’s clear, 
meanwhile, is that even humor 
has become a partisan affair. If 
you’re not a fan of Limbaugh, you 
laughed. If you don’t like Obama, 
you were ratified in your certi- 
tude that the president isn’t up to 
snuff. 

Lost in the frenzy is the more 
important matter of our thin- 
skinned intolerance and our re- 
flexive lurch to take offense. We 
might remind ourselves that it’s 
always the fanatics who can’t take 
a joke.

Obama right on target with new Afghanistan team

esident Barack Obama and his aides 
continue to impress with their han- 
dling of Afghanistan. Not only have 
they approved a major troop increase and a 
de facto commitment to nation-building, but 
now they have shifted personnel to make the 
most effective use of the added resources 
and turn around a failing war effort. 

The big news is that Army Gen. David 
McKiernan is out after just 11 months as the 
top commander. He will be replaced by Lt. 
Gen. Stanley McChrystal. Just as important, 
if less heralded, is the decision to appoint Lt. 
Gen. David Rodriguez, who had previously 
served in Afghanistan as commander of 
the 82nd Airborne Division, as the second- 
ranking commander. His role will be vital: 
to help the overstretched NATO staff pull 
together its disjointed war effort. 

When I visited Afghanistan recently, I 
spent a couple of hours with McKiernan. 
He struck me as competent but too conven- 
tional and too colorless, not the rare kind 
of dynamic leader who could turn around 
a campaign in trouble. He was no George 
Patton, Matthew Ridgway, Creighton 
Abrams — or David Petraeus. 

In Iraq, I observed how hard Petraeus 
worked to impose his will not just on the 
enemy but on his own command. Outsid- 
ers may suppose that when a top general 
gives orders, his subordinates salute and 
execute. The reality is that, just as middle 
managers can frustrate the grand designs 
of a chief executive, so too lower-level of- 
ficers and NCOs can act at odds with the 
grand strategy developed at the top. 

To prevent that from happening, Pe- 
traeus took a variety of steps. He conduct- 
ed frequent (and dangerous) “battlefield 
circulations,” where he would spend time 
talking with units in the field. He wrote 
open letters to the entire command laying 


out his vision. And he demanded that brief- 
ers at his daily updates present slides not 
just on traditional combat metrics but also 
on areas such as electricity generation and 
economic activity. He asked for that in- 
formation to ensure that his subordinates 
made those “lines of operation” a priority. 
McKiernan, an armored officer, was not 
able to articulate and impose such a coun- 
terinsurgency strategy on his command. 
McChrystal, a Special Forces officer, is 
more likely to succeed. He spent an un- 
usually long time (2003-2008) heading the 
Joint Special Operations Command, which 
is responsible for “black” counterterrorism 
operations using elite units. His longevity 
in that difficult job at a critical time was a 
testament to his effectiveness. ... 
McChrystal also apparently grasps what 
McKiernan did not: Running the Afghani- 
stan war cannot be a one-man show. There 
is a need to replicate the Iraq model with 
a four-star general focusing on strategic 
issues while a three-star deputy oversees 


daily operations. That role was filled in 
Iraq by Army Lt. Gen. Raymond Odier- 
no, but McKiernan resisted such a setup 
in Afghanistan. Now McChrystal is ex- 
pected to make Rodriguez the Odierno of 
Afghanistan. 

Lest we forget that counterinsurgency 
is aS much a political as a military under- 
taking, on the very day of McChrystal’s 
appointment, a new U.S. ambassador ar- 
rived in Kabul. Karl Eikenberry, himself 
a retired general and former commander 
in Afghanistan, will have to coordinate the 
civilian side of the war effort, as Ambassa- 
dor Ryan Crocker did so ably in Iraq. 

In some ways, the task faced by the new 
leadership team of McChrystal-Rodri- 
guez-Eikenberry is easier than the one that 
confronted Petraeus-Odierno-Crocker in 
2007. Afghanistan has gotten more violent, 
but civilian casualties there last year were 
still 16 times lower than in Iraq in 2006. 
The Afghan insurgents have a long way to 
go before they can match the threat once 


posed by al-Qaida in Iraq, the Mahdist 
army and other Iraqi terrorist groups. 

But, in other ways, Afghanistan is even 
tougher. Its insurgency does not have an 
obvious center of gravity, like Baghdad 
in Iraq. The enemy is spread out across a 
vast landscape and enjoys support zones in 
Pakistan, where American ground forces 
can’t go. An added complication is that the 
war effort is less U.S.-centric than in Iraq. 
Not only are there more foreign military 
contingents (41 in all) but also more aid 
organizations. Having allies can be a good 
thing, but it can also create lots of coordi- 
nation headaches for senior leaders. 

If anyone is up to handling these diffi- 
cult tasks, it is the A-team that Obama has 
assembled. Knowing they are on the job ... 
I have more confidence in the outcome in 
Afghanistan than I did just a few days ago.

Filly has some trainers very nervous

BALTIMORE — Rachel Alex- 
andra has been made the early 
8-5 favorite for the Preakness 
Stakes, the first filly accorded 
that status since 1988. 

Rachel Alexandra brings a 
five-race winning streak into 
Saturday’s 1%.6-mile race at 
Pimlico. 

Trained by Steve Asmussen 
and ridden by Calvin Borel, Ra- 
chel Alexandra drew the No. 13 
post on the far outside Wednes- 
day. 

Pioneerof the Nile, the Ken- 
tucky Derby runner-up, is the 
5-1 second choice in the 13- 
horse field by Pimlico odds- 
maker Frank Carulli. The colt 
drew the No. 9 post. 

Derby winner Mine That 
Bird and Friesan Fire are the 
co-third choices at 6-1. Mine 
That Bird will break from the 
No. 2 post. Friesan Fire is in the 
No. 5 spot. 

Musket Man, third in the 
Derby, is 8-1. 

Meanwhile, Larry Jones knows 
something about running a 
filly against the boys in a Triple 
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Crown race, and he’s not looking 
forward to the threat posed by 
Rachel Alexandra. 

The trainer saddled Eight 
Belles to a gallant second-place 
finish in last year’s Kentucky 
Derby before she broke her front 
ankles past the finish line and had 
to be destroyed on the track. 

Now Jones is preparing to send 
this year’s beaten Derby favorite 
Friesan Fire in Saturday’s Preak- 
ness Stakes against stellar filly 
Rachel Alexandra, who has won 
five consecutive races by a com- 
bined 431/2 lengths. 

“Anytime the horse is as fast 
as her, you wish you didn’t have 
to run against them,” Jones said 
Tuesday. “I’ve chased her twice 
with fillies. If ’'ve got any shot 
of beating her, it’s going to have 
to be with a boy. I ain’t got a filly 
that can try her.” 

Perhaps because she’s beaten 
her fellow females so soundly, 
Rachel Alexandra is gearing up 
to test herself against new rivals. 

Coming off a smashing 20?/2- 
length victory in the Derby eve 
Kentucky Oaks, Rachel Alexan- 
dra was entered Wednesday for 
the 1%/:s-mile Preakness. The 
filly’s owner, Jess Jackson, had to

pony up a $100,000 supplemental 
fee because she wasn’t nominated 
to the Triple Crown races. 

“She may never know there’s 
any colts in here. She just may 
go in the front and think there’s a 
bunch of girls chasing her around 
there,” Jones said. 

No filly has won the Preakness 
since Nellie Morse in 1924. 
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Gary Stute, who trains Papa 
Clem, isn’t thrilled by the prospect 
of taking on Rachel Alexandra. 

“Personally, it’s a little disap- 
pointing, but for racing I think it’s 
great,” he said. “I figure it should 
bring 20-30,000 extra fans here 
on Saturday. And when the hus- 
bands are watching the race at 
home, the wives will be watching, 
too. Racing is in kind of a down- 
ward spiral right now, and this 
can only help it in the long run.” 

Jones might not welcome the 
competition, but he has no qualms 
about a filly going against the 
boys a year after the Eight Belles 
tragedy thrust horse racing into a 
heated debate on safety and treat- 
ment of the animals. 

“If they run her in the Preak- 
ness, it shows me they have 
confidence that we didn’t mess 
up running Eight Belles in the 
Derby,” he said. “It wasn’t the 
fact that there was boys in there 
that made her do what she did. 
That wasn’t why Eight Belles had 
her problem.” 

Hall of Fame trainer Bob Baf- 
fert was sanguine about Rachel 
Alexandra. He saddled Excellent 
Meeting, the last filly to run in 
the Preakness, in 1999. She was 
pulled up in the race. “There is 
going to be a lot of excitement with 
that filly in there,’ Baffert said. 
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Rachel Alexandra made early favorite 


“She’s an incredible athlete. She’s 
going to be forwardly placed, so 
she’1l be out of the way. She’s got a 
beautiful fluid stride and a great 
turn of foot. She’s dangerous.” 

The imposing presence of 
Rachel Alexandra steals much 
of the spotlight from Kentucky 
Derby winner Mine That Bird, 
who hasn’t scared away the com- 
petition as he tries to back up 
his 50-1 upset by winning the 
second leg of the Triple Crown. 
Among his other challengers will 
be Derby runner-up Pioneerof 
the Nile, who lost by 61/2 lengths, 
third-place finisher Musket Man, 
fourth-place Papa Clem and 10th- 
place General Quarters. 

Count Jones among the skeptics 
questioning whether Mine That 
Bird can return to the winner’s 
circle two weeks after a Derby 
victory that still has people buzz- 
ing. “He has to do it twice in a row 
to make me a believer,” he said. 

Mine That Bird likely won’t 
have the same jockey Saturday. 
Calvin Borel, whose rail-hugging 
ride in the Derby was credited 
for the victory, has committed to 
being aboard Rachel Alexandra, 
whom he rides regularly. 

“This filly is something that 
we haven’t seen in horse racing in 
a while,” Jones said. 
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Lakers regroup, rout Rockets for series edge

LOS ANGELES — Two days after being 
blindsided in Texas, the Los Angeles Lak- 
ers returned the favor. 

Kobe Bryant needed only three quarters 
to score 26 points and the Lakers bounced 
back from their Game 4 flop, routing the 
Houston Rockets 118-78 on Tuesday night 
to take a 3-2 lead in the Western Confer- 
ence semifinals. 

The top-seeded Lakers did everything 
they didn’t do in Sunday’s 99-87 loss at 
Houston — hustled, rebounded and played 
tight defense on Houston’s smaller lineup, 
keeping Aaron Brooks in check and limit- 
ing wide-open shots. 

On Sunday the Lakers trailed by 29 
points. On Tuesday night, they had a 29- 
point lead by late in the second quarter, on 
a three-pointer by Bryant, who led seven 
Lakers in double figures. 

The 40-point margin tied the Rockets’ 
worst playoff loss ever. They lost to the 
Dallas Mavericks 116-76 on May 7, 2005. 

The Lakers can wrap up the series 
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Thursday night in Houston. 

Then again, they’ve been prone to lapses 
in these playoffs, which is probably why 
Bryant warned that it’s not going to be easy 
to finish off the Rockets. 

“We’ve got to stay focused and under- 
stand that the effort we gave tonight is not 
going to be enough on Thursday. It’s just 
not,” Bryant said. “We’re not playing some 
chump team. I don’t care how many people 
they have out. This is a tough team, it’s a 
tough team full of competitors.” 

The Rockets played their second game 
without Yao Ming, who sustained a sea- 
son-ending stress fracture in his left foot 
in Game 3. 

Bryant looked more like himself after 
being held to 15 points on Sunday. With the 
Lakers far ahead after holding the Rock- 
ets to only 15 points in each of the second 
and third quarters, he sat out the fourth 
period. 

“We played just the opposite we did the 
last game,” Houston coach Rick Adelman 
said. “We turned it over in the first half, 
shot it poorly. We said if we turn it over 
against this team we’re going to be in big 


trouble. That’s exactly what we did. 

“Tt just kind of fed their energy level. The 
second and third quarters are about as bad 
as we’ve played in a long time.” 

Pau Gasol had 16 points and 13 rebounds, 
Andrew Bynum 14 points, Trevor Ariza 13 
and Jordan Farmar 12. Lamar Odom and 
Josh Powell had 10 apiece. 

Brooks was held to 14 points after scor- 
ing a career-high 34 on Sunday. Ron Art- 
est had a horrible night shooting, 4-for-15 
for nine points. The Rockets shot only 32 
percent. 

“There are seven games. That is the 
great thing about the playoffs,” Artest said. 
“Tt is not like football where there is one 
game, so you can only stay positive.” 

Houston had an early lead, but Chuck 
Hayes, who replaced Yao, picked up his 
second foul by midway through the first 
quarter. 

The Lakers gained control by outscor- 
ing Houston 23-6 during the final six min- 
utes of the first quarter. Bryant had eight 
points, making three straight shots at one 
point. Odom sank a three-pointer and 
Farmar another three at the buzzer for a 
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35-24 lead. 

“We just made our adjustments, really,” 
Bryant said. “The last game they played a 
different style, a little bit more uptempo, 
spread the floor out a little bit. They got off 
to a great start and we never recovered. 

“Tonight we did a good job covering for 
our defensive assignments. We didn’t blow 
too many of those; made plays.” 

The Rockets had nine turnovers in the 
first half. 

“We had a good first couple of minutes 
and then we started to turn the ball over,” 
Artest said. 

With Bryant sitting out at the start of the 
second quarter, the Lakers didn’t lose any 
of their intensity, going on an 8-0 run to 
push the lead to 43-24. Gasol made a hook 
shot and two free throws, Odom made two 
free throws and Sasha Vujacic blocked a 
shot by Von Wafer, raced down the court 
and took a pass from Gasol for a slam 
dunk. 

With Houston going cold, the Lakers 
piled it on, taking a 64-35 lead on Bryant’s 
three-pointer with 1:31 before halftime. It 
was 64-39 at the break.

Marbury helps Celtics rally in fourth

BOSTON — He’s technically a member of 
the defending champions, but Stephon Mar- 
bury doesn’t have the ring, doesn’t have the 
memories of the Celtics’ 17th NBA title. 

So he’s doing what he can to help them win 
an 18th. 

“I’m playing basketball this year. For me, 
that was enough,” Marbury said Tuesday 
night after scoring all of his 12 points in the 
final quarter to help Boston rally from a 14- 
point deficit and beat the Orlando Magic 
92-88. 

“From where I was, just being able to get 
back on the court after not playing the whole 
year, I know I’m blessed. I’m just happy that I 
had the opportunity to come out and help the 
Celtics win another championship.” 

Ray Allen’s three-pointer with 1:20 left gave 
Boston its first lead since midway through the 
first quarter, and the Celtics took a 3-2 lead 
in the Eastern Conference semifinals with a 
chance to close it out in Game 6 in Orlando on 
Thursday night. 

Dwight Howard had 12 points and 17 re- 
bounds for the Magic, who did not hit a basket 
after opening a 10-point lead with 5:39 to play. 
It didn’t help that, on one of the only times 
the Orlando defense played well, the officials 
ruled that Rajon Rondo’s apparent airball hit 
the rim and gave Boston a fresh 24-second 
clock with 37 seconds to play. 

“You can watch it, you can write whether 
it hit the rim or not,” Magic coach Stan Van 
Gundy said. “But you want us coaches to say 
it, so that I can donate money to the league 
and I can be called a whiner and everything. 

“Youre playing Boston. They’re the defend- 
ing champions. That’s the way it is. ... They all 
watch boxing. You’re in the 12th round against 
the champ. You can’t be thinking, ‘I’m going 
to put it in the hands of the judges.’ You can’t 
do that. You got to knock them out.” 

Paul Pierce had 19 points, nine rebounds 
and eight assists, and Game 4 hero Glen “Big 
Baby” Davis scored 10 of his 22 points in the 
fourth quarter. Davis also grabbed the re- 
bound and hit a pair of free throws after How- 
ard intentionally missed a free throw with 5.9 
seconds left. 

“Stephon Marbury led the charge in the 
second half, and made some things happen, 
and that energy fed me,” said Davis, who hit 
the buzzer-beater to win Game 4 on Sunday. 
“Things weren’t going right, and we’re look- 
ing for an answer. ... You help others, and

motivate others, and that’s what Stephon Mar- 
bury did and that’s what we all did.” 

Marbury joined the Celtics at the end of 
February after a season-long feud with New 
York Knicks management earned him his 
long-awaited release. He saw limited play- 
ing time as the backup point guard in Bos- 
ton, never making as many as five baskets in 
a game until a six-minute span at the start of 
the fourth quarter on Tuesday night. 

Then he went back to the bench. 

“He’s been great for us. He just hangs in 
there, keeps working every day. He’s been 
very patient,” Celtics coach Doc Rivers said. 
“This is tough for him. He’s never been taken 
out to put starters in. That’s always been him 
going in, and he’s been able to handle it well 
and be a great teammate. So, I’m just happy 
for him.” 

Rashard Lewis scored 19 and Hedo Turk- 
oglu had 18 for the Magic. 

Mickael Pietrus dunked on an alley-oop to 
make it 77-63 with 8:49 left, Orlando’s big- 
gest lead of the game, and Rivers disgustedly 
called a timeout. 

“We’re not the team that we were last year. 
We’re a different team. We’re not going to just 
show up and beat teams,” Rivers said. “We’re 
really grinding here. I don’t know if people ap- 
preciate what people are doing here, with the 
minutes and the legs. But we know we’ve got 


to get wins. There’s only so long you can go.” 

The Magic led 85-75 with 5:39 to play before 
Boston scored the next 13 points to open an 
88-85 lead. 

“We were up all night, but the last two min- 
utes we just stopped,” Turkoglu said. “We 
shouldn’t even be in that situation because we 
could have won this game easily.” 

Marbury hit a three-pointer, then another 
jumper, and after Davis sank a pair of hook 
shots, Marbury converted a three-point play 
to make it 83-75. Turkoglu made a jumper to 
extend the lead to 10 points before Rivers put 
Pierce, Perkins and Rondo back in the game 
with 4:55 left. 

Two jumpers by Davis, a layup by Pierce 
and a reverse from Perkins made it 85-83. 

Davis missed a potential game-tying shot 
with 1:55 left — his only miss in the quarter 
— but Allen made up for it by putting Boston 
ahead with a three-pointer — just his third 
basket of the game. 

Orlando still trailed 86-85 when Rondo’s 
three-point attempt as the 24-second clock ex- 
pired seemed to skim only the net as it came 
down, and the shot clock buzzer went off. But 
Perkins, who had grabbed the rebound, argued 
that the ball tipped the rim, and the referees 
overruled the call, giving the ball back to Bos- 
ton with 37 seconds left and allowing them to 
run the clock down to the final seconds. 
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Bruins bear down in Carolina 


Boston rallies from 3-1 series deficit to force Game 7

RALEIGH, N.C. — The Boston Bruins 
played an entire season to get to this point: a 
winner-take-all Game 7 in their building. 

With those high stakes, the NHL's top re- 
maining seed wasn’t about to get caught up in 
settling a score. Instead, the Bruins moved a 
step closer to giving the Carolina Hurricanes 
a different kind of knockout punch. 

They evened the Eastern Conference semi- 
finals and sent the series back to Boston for 
a decisive seventh game by beating Carolina 
4-2 Tuesday night. 

“We’ve been working hard all year to get 
home-ice advantage,” center Patrice Bergeron 
said. “And there it is, and we have it.” 

Mark Recchi had a goal and an assist. Marc 
Savard scored before leaving in the third pe- 
riod with a minor leg injury. Steve Montador 
and Chuck Kobasew added goals, Bergeron 
had two assists and Tim Thomas stopped 31 
shots in his second straight victory. 

“Basically, I’m trying not to let them get 
anything to feed off of,’ Thomas said. 

The Bruins led 2-0 barely 5 minutes in and 
made it stand to win their second straight 
since falling one loss shy of elimination. The 
reward: A trip back to Beantown for Thursday 
night’s Game 7, their first at home since losing 
in the first round to Montreal in 2004. 

“From the time we fell behind 3-1 in the se- 
ries, our goal was to create a Game 7,” coach 
Claude Julien said. “We’re there now. ... Get- 
ting to Game 7 is one thing. Now we’ve got to 
decide what we’re going to do with it.” 

And there wasn’t even any need to retali- 
ate for what they considered a sucker punch 
thrown by Carolina’s Scott Walker near the 
end of Game 5. 

Matt Cullen and Sergei Samsonov scored 
for the Hurricanes. Their first losing streak of 
the playoffs has put them in danger of blowing 
a 3-1 series lead for the first time in franchise 
history. 

“T believe in this hockey team. I really do, 
and sometimes that means you say unkind 
things to them because you expect more and 
better out of them,” said coach Paul Maurice 
after his postgame speech was described, per- 
haps sarcastically, by defenseman Tim Glea-

son as “uplifting.” 

At least Carolina is used to playing Game 
7s. Each of the Hurricanes’ previous three 
playoff series dating to the 2006 Stanley Cup 
run also went the full seven games, and they 
won all three. 

“Tt seems like whenever you counted us out 
was when we played our best,” captain Rod 
Brind’Amour said. “So I’m sure everyone’s 
counting us out right now.” 

Cam Ward stopped 15 shots and allowed 
four goals for the second straight game. In 
four previous starts after a loss, he was 4-0 
and had allowed a total of four goals. 

The series between one-time New England 
rivals received a jolt of bad blood two nights 
earlier, when Walker dropped Aaron Ward 
with a right cross that led the NHL to fine the 


Hurricanes forward $2,500 but not suspend 
him. 

The injury didn’t cost Ward any playing 
time either; he logged about 20 minutes while 
playing with a shiner around his left eye. But 
the Bruins promised to never forget what they 
felt was a cheap shot. 

For now, though, they were content to do 
their talking between the whistles. Boston 
had two goals before the Hurricanes regis- 
tered their second shot on net. 

“They came in tonight and kind of blew us 
out of the water,” Gleason said. 

Bergeron set up the first goal by dumping 
the puck to Recchi, who tapped it in for his 
50th career playoff goal and third of the se- 
ries. Montador then made it a two-goal game 
with a slap shot from behind the left circle.

“It’s more one of those things 
that sometimes during the year 
maybe you feel like you have 
something to prove (to an oppos- 
ing player) or you have some- 
thing to prove to your teammates 
or something like that,’ Craig 
Adams, the Pittsburgh Penguins’ 
most physical forward, said Tues- 
day. “In the playoffs you’re more 
likely to take a punch and turn 
the other cheek. 

“The stakes are higher. It’s 
time to check your ego, I guess. I 
think that’s what leads to a lot of 
fights, but it’s time to check your 
ego, let things go that otherwise 
would lead to a fight.” 

Although fighting injuries are 
still relatively rare, Detroit for- 
ward Tomas Kopecky and Boston 
defenseman Aaron Ward were 
hurt days apart in the playoffs — 
proving that fighting is no longer 
just a regular-season problem. 

Kopecky has been knocked 
out of action due to his bout with 
Anaheim defenseman Francois 
Beauchemin on Thursday and 
might need surgery. Ward was 
hoping the unexpected punch to 
the face he took from Carolina’s 
Scott Walker late in Sunday’s 
Game 5 victory would cost him 
only a black eye and not lost ice 
time. 

“You’ve got to keep the perspec- 
tive that you’re always looking at 
ways to make sure the game is 
how we want it played, but also 
you don’t want to see players 
getting injured,’ said San Jose 
Sharks general manager Doug 
Wilson, who spent 16 seasons as 
an NHL defenseman. 

Penguins forward Ruslan 
Fedotenko, not Known as a fight- 
er, broke a hand while punching 
Atlanta’s Colby Armstrong dur- 


ing the regular season. 

“T think he will tell you it wasn’t 
worth the month (out of the line- 
up),” Penguins captain Sidney 
Crosby said. 

The GMs recommended in 
March that a misconduct be given 
to players who fight immediately 
after a faceoff and for any staged 
bout. There is also a campaign to 
eliminate fights that are sparked 
by a clean hit. 

Wilson doesn’t deny that as- 
pects of fighting, and its role in 
the game, and the risks it pres- 
ents need to be reviewed and 
discussed by the league’s general 
mangers. Those talks are expect- 
ed to continue at the next meeting 
of club executives. But another 
hot topic in recent years is what 
should be done about late hits and 
blows to the head. There is still no 
uniform resolution how to control 
that and what the penalty should 
be to offenders. 

New York Rangers forward 
Blair Betts sustained the first 
major injury of these playoffs, 
when Washington enforcer Don- 
ald Brashear broke a bone around 
Betts’ eye when he hit him with 
a shoulder. The shot came a few 
seconds after Betts gave up the 
puck and when he didn’t expect 
to be hit. 

Brashear served a six-game 
suspension, then wasn’t needed 
in the lineup when the Capitals 
staved off elimination in Game 6 
of the Eastern Conference semifi- 
nal series against Pittsburgh. 

A proposal by the NHL Play- 
ers’ Association to ban shoulder 
hits to the head wasn’t accepted 
by the general managers. 

“Before we start dealing with 
the fighting issue, I want to make 
sure we’re aware of [hits to the 
head] and listening to people,” 
Wilson said. “Let’s make sure 


that we address the other issue 
that we’ve talked about for sev- 
eral years. I’m not sure we’ve had 
complete closure on that yet.” 

And there is no resolution on 
fighting, either, but it is clear none 
of the policy-makers is looking to 
eliminate it. More modifications 
to the rules of engagement might 
be needed to ensure fighters 
aren’t at a greater risk for severe 
injury. 

Fighting penalties are up in the 
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playoffs over last year, continuing 
a trend from the past two regu- 
lar seasons. In the 2008 playoffs, 
there were 14 fighting majors is- 
sued in 85 games. Through 66 
playoff games this year, there 
have been 31, including one to 
Walker. Ward didn’t not return 
a punch and wasn’t punished for 
fighting. 

Walker was fined $2,500, but 
not suspended. 

“He sucker-punched him once 
coming into the scrum when 


[Ward] was involved with another 
player. And then he dropped his 
gloves and sucker-punched him,” 
Bruins coach Claude Julien said. 
“TI don’t care what people say but 
Ward should’ve protected him- 
self. He had no intention of get- 
ting involved. 

“We asked our guys to stay 
composed and not fall into that 
trap, and [Ward] did that. A guy 
with Walker’s experience should 
know better than to sucker-punch 
a guy.” 
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Zimmerman takes 
hitting streak to 

30 games, but lowly 
Washington loses

SAN FRANCISCO — Ryan 
Zimmerman’s hitting streak is 
stretching into its second month, 
but Washington’s third baseman 
can’t enjoy it much. 

The Nationals have the majors’ 
worst record and a bullpen that 
makes far too many hitters look 
as good as Zimmerman. 

Pablo Sandoval slugged a 
three-run homer with two outs in 
the ninth, dramatically finishing 
the San Francisco Giants’ 9-7 vic- 
tory over Washington on Tuesday 
night with the first game-ending 
shot of his career. 

Zimmerman extended his hit- 
ting streak to 30 games with two 
singles for the Nationals, who 
have lost nine in a row to the Gi- 
ants — none tougher than this de- 
feat after Washington scored six 
runs in the late innings. 

“Our starting pitchers are the 
youngest part of our team, and 
they’ve done well,’ Zimmerman 
said. 

“Unfortunately, the guys that 
are pitching the second half of 
the game haven’t been able to get 
it done this year, and that’s been 
the story of our season so far.” 

Emmanuel Burriss singled and 
Edgar Renteria drew a walk be- 
fore Sandoval cracked a 2-2 pitch 
into left for his third homer of the 
season, setting off a frenzied cel- 
ebration at home plate for the Gi- 
ants’ 15th victory in 21 games. 

San Francisco moved four 
games above .500 for the first 
time in nearly three years. 

“T couldn’t believe that hap- 
pened for me,” said Sandoval, 
the 22-year-old Venezuelan free 
swinger who uncharacteristi- 
cally took four pitches before his 
homer. 

“Tn this moment, I’m just going 
to get my pitch and drive the ball. 
I don’t want to tie the game. I just 
want to end it.” 

San Francisco blew a 5-1 lead 
when Nick Johnson hit a three- 
run homer in the seventh and 
then drove in two runs with a 
weak single in the eighth. 

But after Bengie Molina hit 
an eighth-inning homer off Kip 
Wells, the Giants rallied in the 
ninth against Joe Beimel (0-2). 

Emmanuel Burriss singled and 
Edgar Renteria drew a walk be- 
fore Sandoval cracked a 2-2 pitch 
into left for his third homer of the 
season. 

Zimmerman matched the 
fourth-longest hitting streak in 
the majors since 2000. 

He has the first 30-game streak 
since Moises Alou in late 2007, 
and the 26th streak of at least 30 
games since Joe DiMaggio’s 56- 
game record in 1941.

Park has rebounded nicely 
after a dreadful start, delivering 
his second consecutive effective 
start. He walked none and gave 
up just two runs in six innings. 
Jayson Werth stole home in the 
seventh inning and tied a team 
record with four steals in one 
game. 

Brewers 6, Marlins 3: At Mil- 
waukee, Prince Fielder hit a pair 
of two-run homers and Rickie 
Weeks and Mike Cameron hit 
solo shots for Milwaukee. 

Fielder, who had been hitless in 
his previous 10 at-bats, singled in 
the second and hit his first homer 
in the fourth inning to cut Flori- 
da’s lead to 3-2. 

Mets 4, Braves 3 (10): At 
New York, Carlos Beltran drew a 
bases-loaded walk with two outs 
in the 10th inning for New York. 
Beltran also scored the tying run 
in the ninth for the Mets, who 
have won eight of nine.

LOS ANGELES — A former 
associate of NBA star O.J. Mayo 
has told Yahoo! Sports that South- 
ern California basketball coach 
Tim Floyd paid to help get Mayo 
to play for the Trojans. 

In a story posted Tuesday night 
at Yahoo! Sports, Louis Johnson, 
a former associate of Mayo’s, said 
Rodney Guillory told Johnson 
that Floyd had given Guillory “a 
grand.” Johnson said he was able 
to view $100 bills inside an enve- 
lope Guillory had. 

Johnson said the payment oc- 
curred in 2007. Guillory is a 
confidant of Mayo’s. Last year, 
Johnson accused Guillory of pro- 
viding Mayo with improper bene- 
fits from an agent while the guard 
played for USC. 

Yahoo! Sports reported that 
Johnson has told NCAA inves- 
tigators and federal authorities, 
including the FBI, IRS and U.S. 
Attorney’s Office, that Floyd paid 
Guillory. 

If Floyd did pay Guillory for de- 
livering Mayo to USC, that would 
be a major NCAA violation. 

Yahoo! Sports also reported 
that Southern California is the 
subject of an NCAA investiga- 
tion into alleged improprieties in 
the football and men’s basketball 
programs. 

The football probe stems from 
allegations of 2005 Heisman Tro- 
phy winner Reggie Bush receiving 
improper benefits from a sports 
marketing agent while at USC. 

Guillory and Floyd declined to 
comment to Yahoo! about the lat- 
est accusations by Johnson. USC 
general counsel Carol Mauch 
Amir also declined comment. 

The NCAA does not comment 
about ongoing investigations. 

Johnson had described Guil- 
lory as a “runner” who steered 
Mayo to the Bill Duffy Associates 
(BDA) sports agency. Johnson 
said Guillory received between 
$200,000 and $250,000 from 
BDA Sports for his efforts, which 
resulted in Mayo initially signing 
with BDA when he left USC after 
one season for the NBA in April 
2008. 

Mayo had switched to agent 
Leon Rose before he was drafted 
third overall by Memphis last 
year and was runner-up for the 
NBA’s Rookie of the Year Award 
to Chicago’s Derrick Rose. 

Johnson’s attorneys, Anthony 
V. Salerno and David Murphy, 
confirmed to Yahoo! Sports that 
Johnson had told FBI, IRS and 
U.S. Attorney’s Office investiga- 
tors May 28, 2008, about his ac- 
count of the payment from Floyd 
to Guillory. Two weeks later, 
Johnson told the NCAA, accord- 
ing to the attorneys. 

Salerno told Yahoo! Sports 
that Johnson’s account to federal 
authorities carried the threat of 
potential prosecution if Johnson 
was found to be lying.

As fans became 
frenzied, Martin, who before the 
game vowed to handle matters 
with Cuban himself, went to make 


sure his mother was OK. Antho- 
ny’s girlfriend later left her seat 
with security protection. After 
the game, Martin and Cuban ex- 
changed words, then later Cuban 
posted on his blog an apology for 
the way Martin’s mother was 
treated.

Taylor’s arrest May 6 at Nowit- 
zki’s home also was for a pro- 
bation violation in St. Charles 
County, Mo. Taylor pleaded guilty 
in 1999 to two counts of forgery 
and two counts of felony steal- 
ing after being accused of pass- 
ing bad checks through a bank. 
She had multiple five-year prison 
sentences suspended, prosecutor 
Jack Banas said. 

Nowitzki didn’t want to discuss 
the situation before the Maver- 
icks’ shootaround Wednesday in 
Denver ahead of Game 5. 


New deal gets Rahal 
back in Indianapolis 500 


INDIANAPOLIS — Former 
Indy 500 winner Bobby Rahal’s 
team is back in business. 

Rahal announced Wednesday 
he has reached a deal with a new 
sponsor to put veteran Spanish 


driver Oriol Servia in the cockpit 
of his No. 17 car for this month’s 
Indianapolis 500. 

Servia started 25th in last 
year’s 500 and finished 11th. 

Rahal has not competed in the 
IndyCar series this year after 
losing his primary sponsor. The 
team’s one-race deal is with 
DAFCA, a company that provides 
security services against cyber 
terrorism. Rahal won the 1986 
Indy 500 as a driver, and his team 
won an Indy title in 2004 with 
driver Buddy Rice. 


Jayson Taylor ends up 
back with Dolphins 


MIAMI — Jason Taylor re- 
joined the Miami Dolphins. 

Taylor’s agent, Gary Wich- 
ard, says the linebacker signed 
a $1.5 million, one-year con- 
tract Wednesday with Miami. 

Taylor played his first 11 
seasons with Miami before be- 
ing traded to the Washington 
Redskins. He was released by 
Washington last winter after 
one injury-plagued season. 

The New England Patriots 
courted Taylor, but he wanted 
to return to Miami so he could 
be close to his family during the 
season. 


Ex-NBA player gets 
one year on drug charges 


HAMILTON, Ohio — Former 
NBA player and University of 
Cincinnati star Corie Blount was 
sentenced to one year in prison 
Wednesday in a plea arrangement 
resulting from drug charges. 

Blount, 40, had pleaded guilty 
in Butler County Common Pleas 
Court last month to two felony 
counts of marijuana possession 
after prosecutors dropped two 
trafficking charges. 

Blount was arrested Dec. 4 
after sheriff’s deputies intercept- 
ed 11 pounds of marijuana sent to 
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him at a relative’s house. 

Investigators said they found 
18 more pounds in a subsequent 
search of his home. 

Although Judge Craig Hedric 
did not sentence Blount to the 
maximum 10 years in prison, 
he rejected Blount’s claim that 
the marijuana was intended for 
personal use and to share with 
friends. 

“Cheech and Chong would have 
had a hard time smoking that 
much,” he told Blount. 

Hedric fined Blount $10,000 
and ordered him to surrender 
two vehicles and $34,000 in cash 
seized in the bust. 

Blount was a first-round draft 
pick by the Chicago Bulls in 
1993. 

In an 11-year NBA career, he 
also played for the Los Angeles 
Lakers, Cleveland Cavaliers, 
Phoenix Suns, Philadelphia 76ers 
and Toronto Raptors. 


Dungy says Vick seeks 
second chance after prison 


INDIANAPOLIS — Former 
Indianapolis Colts coach Tony 
Dungy says Michael Vick wants 
a second chance when he’s out of 
prison. 

Dungy met with Vick last week 
at the federal penitentiary in 
Leavenworth, Kan., where Vick 
is serving a 23-month sentence 
for bankrolling a dogfighting 
conspiracy. 

Dungy spoke Wednesday at 
a workshop in Indianapolis for 
offenders seeking jobs. He com- 
pared Vick’s situation as he nears 
his release from prison to theirs. 

Dungy didn’t discuss details of 
his visit with Vick, but told The 
Associated Press that the for- 
mer Atlanta Falcons quarterback 
knows he made a mistake. 

Vick is to be transferred May 21 
to home confinement in Hampton, 
Va. It is scheduled to last through 
July. 


Menchov takes fifth stage 
as Armstrong loses time 


ALPI DI SIUSI, Italy — De- 
nis Menchov won the fifth stage 
of the Giro d’Italia in a gruel- 
ing uphill finish Wednesday and 
Lance Armstrong lost nearly 
three minutes to the leaders. 

Danilo Di Luca crossed sec- 
ond and took the overall leader’s 
pink jersey. Menchov covered 
the 77.68-mile leg that began in 
San Martino di Castrozza in 3 
hours, 15 minutes, 23 seconds. 


British Masters dropped 
from European Tour 


BALTRAY, Ireland — The 
British Masters has _ been 
dropped from this year’s Euro- 
pean Tour schedule after it was 
unable to find a new sponsor.

ighting in hockey has reared 
its ugly head again, this time 
in the playoffs in the form of 


two badly battered faces. 

The debate over fighting’s place in 
the NHL was stoked during the regular 
season following the death of a senior- 
league player in Canada and an on-ice 
seizure after a bout in the AHL during 
which a player struck his head. 

General managers discussed the 
concerns, but the consensus was that 
punches are as big a part of the game 
as pucks. 

Traditionally, fisticuffs were far 
less common in the playoffs because 
the games were too important to risk 
spending time in the penalty box. Those 
whose primary job was to fight often 
found themselves out of the lineup be- 
cause they didn’t offer enough upside to 
justify their inclusion.
